When Blacher 
parsed Metz in 1814, he left only a Prussian 
division to waste it The merely tenjporary 
does of Metz to France, following upon tümt of 
Suasbourg, which can no longer be cbunted 
on, would be severe, on account of the sum 
ber ot necessaries for the army which are pre- 
ured or stored there. The population of
